Trinity Church in Athens, Alabama Celebrates 142 years of serving the community! 
On September ist Trinity UCC in Athens, Alabama celebrated their 142nd Anniversary. 
Their accomplishments, particularly their racial and educational leadership, were celebrated in the Huntsville Times 


this past week. The article highlights Celestine Higgins Bridgeforth, now 93, who was educated at Trinity school 
beginning in Kindergarten in the 1920s when the school had black and white faculty members. She later taught at 
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the school, alongside the last of the missionaries from the American Missionary Society. She learned how to play 
piano at the school through the music classes there, a unique offering at the time. This skill served her well as she 


is now the church pianist at Trinity. You can find the story by clicking here. 


The church and the school were founded by Mary Francis Wells, a white woman who came from the North to serve 
as a nurse for Union soldiers during the Civil War. When the war was over she stayed in Athens to help provide 
education for the newly freed slave children. Other teachers at that time were Northern white women sponsored 
by the American Missionary Society. In the beginning, the school had nearly as many adult students as children, 
because there was so much desire to learn in the wake of slavery. The school stood in the face of racist resistance 
from the KKK and survived as an institution after twice being set on fire. 


Celebrating the work of the church in the community over the last 142 years goes 
beyond the inception of the Trinity School. In 1939, Rev. Lloyd E. Galloway, a summer 
pastor from Talladega, organized the first Boy Scout Troop in Athens. In recent years 
the church has served the community through its "Food Barrel" program - donating 
non-perishable food items to the local food bank - participated in yearly school supply 
drives, and adopted a classroom at Tanner High School. Deacon Charles Harris 
founded the Doxa Health Committee which sponsors health fairs in the community 
alongside various health activities in North Alabama such as cancer walks and 5K runs. 


The current pastor, Rev. Gary Myers, was the first Trinity pastor to serve as Moderator 

of the Southeast Conference. He currently serves on the UCC National Nominating 

Committee and has served on several boards and committees at the Association, 

Conference and National levels. Rev. Myers has been pushing towards revitalization of 
the congregation, and the church has plans for a new educational development program for area youth as well as 
for building a new fellowship hall. Rev. Myers is known for his Bible study entitled "The Mind of Christ" and will be 
the keynote speaker for the upcoming ALA-TN Association annual meeting on September 13th. 


Congratulations, Trinity UCC - we celebrate your many accomplishments and rich history with you!

I will continue to ponder these words as I work among 
you for they are related to the basic challenge the 
Church faces today: how do we honor the traditions 
we have inherited while at the same time allowing 
God to work among us to bring in that which is new 
and exciting and life-giving? May God be with us as 
face this challenge together!

Restore the Voting Rights Act 


From the UCC Justice and Peace Action Network: 


Voting is at the heart of the democratic process. The 
Voting Rights Act of 1965 (VRA) was one of the 
important policy outcomes of the March on 
Washington, which took place 50 years ago today. It 
is widely considered a landmark piece of civil rights 
legislation that has been pivotal in helping to bring 
about significant progress in efforts toward racial 
equality and justice by addressing racial 
discrimination in the voting process. In late June, the 
Supreme Court issued a decision in the case of Shelby 
County v. Holder that suspended the use of the VRA's 
most effective protections against racial 
discrimination, thus rendering other sections of the 
VRA that remain intact to be insufficient alone in 
ensuring such protections. The decision came despite 
the fact that there is substantial evidence of 
continuing racial discrimination in jurisdictions around 
the country, in the form of purging voter rolls, moving 
polling places, gerrymandering district lines and voter 
intimidation on Election Day. 


The UCC General Synod has long supported voting 
rights and advocated for the removal of obstacles to 
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foundation for worship 
renewal. Geared for 
pastors, church musicians, 
worship planners and jazz 
lovers, Jazz for the Journey, will provide a creative 
context for developing ideas, resources and liturgical 
tools to inspire, inform and empower 

congregations exploring 

imaginative possibilities for worship revitalization. It 
will also feature Rev. Dwight Andrews from First 
Congregational Church in Atlanta, along with a list of 
other dynamic speakers and musicians.

Disaster Preparedness Webinar 


CWS "Health and Safety in Disaster Recovery" 
Webinar - September 10 


Health and Safety are vital components of disaster 
relief and recovery, not only for the survivors, but also 
for the volunteers who are often in risky 
environments. Claire Galiano, a health and safety 
trainer with the New Jersey Work Environment Council 
(NJWEC), will lead a Church World Service (CWS) 
Webinar on "Health and Safety in Disaster Recovery" 
September 10, from 2 to 3:30 p.m. Eastern time. 


Galiano has played an important role in the recovery 
process following Superstorm Sandy. She will be 
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participation in the electoral process within the 
broader context of the civil rights struggle. Most 
recently, General Synod 29 decisively adopted a 
statement calling on the church to publicly support 
voter's rights through public statements, advocacy 
and actions in response to the Supreme Court's 
decision to strike down part of the Voting Rights Act. 
This action was grounded in the understanding that 
justice cannot be achieved unless the rules for 
governing the democratic process are fair to all. In 
light of the Shelby decision, members of the House 
and Senate have begun holding hearings to assess a 
way forward toward restoring the VRA. Contact your 
members of Congress and urge them to work toward 
restoring needed protections against voter 
discrimination by updating and strengthening the 
Voting Rights Act.
